not to mention overburdened tax- 
payers—in reducing farm surplus- 
es. My first survey of the 1956 
crop outlook points to the low- 
est prospects in eleven years. Here 
are some of the highlights. 


For the third successive 
year, 


total production of wheat probably 
will fall short of the billion-bushel 
mark. Output of winter wheat — 
the main crop—may be in the vi- 
cinity of 670,000,000 bushels —down 
5 per cent from a year ago and 
well below average. If the spring 
crop amounts to about 253,000,000 
_bushels, as I expect the total U. S 
"crop of 923,000,000 bushels would 
be the smallest since 1943. How- 
ever, since the total July 1 carry- 
over threatens to top 17600,000.000 
bushels, total supplies will still be 
burdensome.

Its over-all condi- 
tion as of June 1 was 78 per cent 
of normal, compared with 74 per 
cent on June 1, 1955 and with the 
10-year average of 82 per cent.
